Dame  Lees  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  various  Departments  under  the  direction  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  Year  1918. 

The  Report  has  been  still  further  curtailed,  as,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Infant  and  Maternity  work,  little  more 
than  the  routine  duties  have  been  carried  out. 

The  shortage  of  labour,  and  the  scarcity  of  materials, 
has  rendered  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  obtain,  even  necessary 
repairs  to  property. 

The  two  epidemics  of  Influenza,  which  caused  such  a 
large  number  of  fatalities,  are  the  most  marked  episodes 
during  the  year.  There  was  also  a  small  epidemic  of  Milk- 
borne  Typhoid, 

Now  that  hostilities  have  ceased,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
Public  Health  activity  will  again  become  possible.

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Gen  eral  Sanitary  Conditions. 


In  spite  of  the  many  difficulties  experienced  during  the 
year,  it  was  generally  possible  to  maintain  the  Sanitary 
circumstances  in  a  fair  condition.  The  Water  Supply  was 


maintained  in  both  quantity  and  purity,  and  at  the  close 
of  the  year  there  was  a  stock  of  about  27  weeks’  supply. 


the  Sewage  at  the  Disposal  Works  has  been  dealt  wdth 
very  satisfactorily — the  effluents  were  generally  very  fair. 
I  he  disposal  of  the  sludge  was  considerably  hampered  by 
the  new  Aeroplane  Company,  who  blocked  the  outlet,  and 
prevented  the  carting  away  of  upwards  of  3,000  or  4,000 
tons  of  this  material. 


Several  of  the  filter  beds  are  in  urgent  need  of  renewal, 

and  much  of  the  machinery  and  appliances  require  extensive 
repairs. 

The  conversion  of  Ashpits  to  Ashcans  and  of  Pan  Closets 

to  Water  Closets  have  been  almost  entirely  suspended.  The 

collection  of  refuse,  Ac.,  has,  however,  been  very  satisfac-

torily  maintained. 
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Report  of  the  Chief  Inspector 
for  the  Year  1918. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, — 1  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Report 
of  the  work  done  by  your  staff  of  Inspectors  during  the 
year. 

Contagious  Diseases. — There  were  16  cases  of 
Parasitic  Mange  during  the  year,  of  these  15  were  reported 
and  one  found. 

Three  persons  were  prosecuted  for  failing  to  report  being 
in  possession  of  a  horse  which  was  affected  with  Mange, 
two  of  the  defendants  being  fined  £5  and  the  other  £1. 
We  had  no  other  outbreak  of  Contagious  Disease. 

Food  Inspection. — The  visits  to  premises  where  food  is 
prepared  or  deposited  for  sale  numbered  13,592.  In  the 
previous  year  22,620  visits  were  paid.  The  decrease  is 
caused  by  having  a  depleted  staff,  and  many  of  the  premises 
being  temporarily  closed. 

During  the  year  nearly  34  tons  of  diseased  or  unsound 
food  was  destroyed.  Of  this  nearly  32  tons  was  surrendered 
by  butchers. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  for 
diseased  or  unsound  food,  but  three  shopkeepers  were 
prosecuted  for  selling  horseflesh  without  notice,  and  two 

were  fined  £5  each  and  the  other  £3. 

(A 
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During  the  year  148  cases. of  Tuberculosis  in  animals 

wet  e  i  epoi  ted,  m  addition  27  were  found,  making'  a  total  of 
1 75  cases.  In  1917  we  had  117  cases. 

We  began  the  year  with  40  Slaughterhouses  on  the 
Register.  During  the  year  no  new  licenses  were  issued,  but 
one  was  lapsed.  Owing  to  the  food  control,  about  30  were 
closed  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  The  slaughter 
of  the  cattle  and  sheep  for  the  Borough  and  some  of  the 
Out-Districts  was  all  done  in  three  slaughterhouses. 


The  visits  to  Cowsheds  are  very  few  in  number,  this 
being  caused  by  the  excessive  amount  of  diseased  animals 
being  slaughtered,  which  required  constant  attention  by  the 
Meat  Inspector.  Ihree  Notices  were  served  and  complied 
with  during  the  year. 


•  During  the  year  72  samples  of  Food  were  purchased 
under  the  food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  6  samples  were  pur¬ 
chased  informally,  a  total  of  78  samples,  which  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst.  This  work  has  also  suffered 
owing  to  the  scarcity  of  foods  and  the  excessive  amount  of 
diseased  meat. 

Smoke  Inspection. — During  the  year  1,716  observa¬ 
tions  were  taken,  and  in  one  case  only  was  the  limit  exceeded, 
In  16  cases  the  limit  was  almost  approached,  and  these 
were  reported  to  you.  The  case  In  which  the  limit  had 
been  exceeded  was  adjourned  for  three  months,  with  the 
understanding  that  nothing  further  would  be  done  if  the 

limit  was  not  exceeded  in  the  meantime.  No  further  report 
was  necessary. 

Inspection  Of  Nuisances. — During  the  year  2,625 
notices  for  the  abatement  of  various  nuisances  have  been 
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served,  and  In  addition  to  these  25 
the  demolition  of  defective  ashpits, 
above  nuisances,  12,503  re-visits 
year. 


notices  were  served  for 
In  connection  with  the 
were  paid  during  the 


Demolition  Of  Ashpits. — Except  in  cases  where  the 
ashpit  was  defective,  or  where  an  owner  desired  to  demolish, 
this  work  has  been  held  in  abeyance.  During  the  year  28 
ashpits  have  been  demolished  and  37  dustbins  substituted. 


Closet  Accommodation. — The  provision  of  additional 
accommodation  for  houses  insufficiently  provided  for  has 
been  held  up  during  the  year  owing  to  the  scarcity  and  high 
price  of  labour  and  materials.  None  were  built  during  the 
year.  There  are  still  several  thousands  of  houses  with 
insufficient  closet  accommodation. 

House  Inspection. — During  the  year  553  houses  have 
been  inspected  under  the  Town  Planning  Act.  During  the 
greater  part  of  the  year  only  those  houses  complained  of,  or 
in  which  there  were  infectious  diseases  have  been  inspected. 
A  notice  to  cleanse  was  served  on  107  owners  or  occupiers, 
of  these  85  were  complied  with  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  houses  found  structurally  defective  amounted 
to  169,  of  these  115  were  repaired  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 

.  During  the  year  8,411  visits  were  paid  to  furnished 
rooms,  resulting  in  76  notices  to  cleanse  being  served,  and

79  notices  to  repair  defective  rooms,  a  total  of  155  notices. 
Of  these,  149  notices  were  complied  with  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  number  of  visits  paid  to 
Infectious  Diseases  amounted  to  454,  an  increase  of  30 
over  1917. 
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The  visits  to  Phthisis  numbered.  1 15,  a  decrease  of  17 
visits  when  compared  with  1917.  The  visits  to  Phthisis 
cases  were  paid  in  order  to  arrange  for  disinfection. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  for  the 
(r^eat  assistance  I  have  received  from  all  the  members  of 
your  staff,  and  to  yourself  for  your  confidence  and  support.

New  Bye-Laws  in  respect  to  these  premises  have  been 
prepared,  and  were  adopted  by  the  Council  in  October. 
They  received  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
in  December. 

A  card  giving  a  summary  of  the  provisions  of  these 
Bye-Laws  has  been  printed,  and  a  copy  hung  on  the  walls 
of  the  various  rooms  coming  under  the  above  definition. 

They  are  all  visited  monthly,  and  many  at  more  frequent 
intervals.

HOUSING. 


Only  one  new  house  has  been  completed  during  the 
year,  and  five  have  been  closed  and  demolished  for  exten¬ 
sions  to  mill  premises. 

It  was  exceedingly  difficult  to  secure  even  ordinary 
repairs,  and  notices  were  only  issued  for  repairs  which  were 
absolutely  necessary. 

A  scheme  for  building  a  number  of  new  houses  has  been 
prepared  by  the  Borough  Surveyor,  and  is  being*  dealt  with 
by  the  Surveyors  and  Buildings  Committee. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  about  12,000  houses  have 
been  inspected  under  the  House  and  Town  Planning-  Act.

I  here  are  still  about  18,000  artisans  dwellings  which  require 
inspection.  During  the  four  years  ending  March,  1919, 
only  104  houses  have  been  built,  compared  with  1,0G6 
during  the  previous  four  years.

STAFF. 

The  Staff  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Department 
remained  much  the  same  as  in, the  previous  year.  The 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  all  the  Clerks  (except 
the  Chief  Clerk),  two  of  the  Inspectors,  one  School  Nurse, 
and  the  Chemist  at  the  Sewage  Works,  were  absent  on 
Military  Duty.  There  are  now  six  Health  Visitors  and 
one  Tuberculosis  Nurse  on  the  Staff.  There  are  also  four 
Nurses  occupied  in  connection  with  School  work.

SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

Observations  of  the  Factory  Chimneys  in  respect  to  the 
amount  of  black  smoke  issued  have  been  continued,  and 
when  the  limit  has  been  exceeded  the  result  reported  to  the 
Health  Committee. 

The  invariable  excuses  given  were  the  poor  quality  of 
the  coal,  and  the  inexperience  and  indifference  of  the  tire- 
men  employed,  the  usual  firemen  being  on  Active  Service. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  work  under  this  heading  has  been  considerably 
increased,  and  at  times  necessitated  an  additional  Inspector 
bei  ng  engaged.  The  amount  of  foreign  meat,  delay  in

Infectious  Hospital  to  visit  cases  of  Measles,  and  occasionally 
Whooping  Cough,  when  it  is  reported  by  the  Health 
Visitors  that  nursing  is  required,  visits  being  paid  once  or 
tv  ice  a  da) ,  01  at  less  frequent  intervals  as  required,  until 

the  termination  of  the  case.  About  120  were  attended  to 
in  this  way. 


Seventeen  cases  of  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever  were 
reported,  twelve  of  these  cases  occurred  in  June  and  July, 
and  v  eie  pait  of  a  milk-borne  epidemic.  The  milk  supply 
associated  with  the  outbreak  came  from  a  farm  in  an  acljoin- 
mg  district.  I  he  farm  premises  were  visited,  but  without 
the  discovery  of  any  objectionable  feature.  The  water 
supply  though  from  a  spring,  gave  no  evidence  that  it  was 
contaminated,  and  none  of  the  farmer’s  family  had  been  ill. 
Shortly  before  the  epidemic  commenced  a  soldier  came  to 
work  at  the  farm.  Whilst  in  the  army  he  had  suffered 
from  some  indefinite  illness,  and  though  a  bacteriological 
examination  gave  no  result,  the  epidemic  corresponded  with 
-his  stay  at  the  farm. 


INFLUENZA. 

V  / 

iwo  epidemics  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  town 
during  the  year  ;  the  earlier  one  in  May  and  the  latter  in 
October  and  November.  The  latter  was,  if  not  wider  spread, 
of  a  much  more  severe  and  fatal  type,  causing  no  less  than 
284  deaths.  During  this  period  there  were  also  135  deaths 
attributed  to  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia.  The  latter  epidemic 
commenced  during  the  last  few  days  of  October  and  increased 
in  intensity  until  November  11th,  on  which  day  there  were 
18  deaths.  The  epidemic  then  gradually  declined  until 
about  the  27th,  when  it  had  practically  ceased.  The  total 


number  oi  deaths  attributed  to  this  disease  durum  thejyei 
was  40 8.  The  largest  number  occurred  in  persons  betwee 
the  ages  of  45  and  45.  In  this  age  period  there  wei 
deaths.

Dining  the  year  four  cases  of  illness  were  reported  a 
indicative  of  the  above  disease,  and  three  of  these  case 
terminated  fatally  The  fourth  made  a  very  slow  anc 
gradual  recovery.  These  cases,  though  all  occurring  in  tin 
first  quarter  of  the  year,  did  not  appear  to  be  connected  ii 
any  way,  nor  was  there  any  history  of  their  association  with 
any  soldiers  who  had  returned  from  duty. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

The  scheme  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Local  Govern-: 
ment  Board  came  into  force  in  July,  1917,  but  it  has  only 
been  during  the  past  year  that  the  scheme  got  into  full 
working  order.  The  number  of  patients  who  are  attending 
at  the  Infirmary  for  treatment  is  steadily  increasing.

TUBERCULOSIS.  : 

During  the  year  the  work  in  connection  with  the  T 
culosis  Dispensary  has  been  continued,  and  more  a 
measures  were  'able  to  be  taken  than  in  the  previous  t 
three  years.  The  total  number  of  primary  notifica 
were  211,  compared  with  340  and  553  in  the  previous 
years.  I  attribute  this  reduction,  not  to  any  great  dir 
tion  of  the  disease,  but  very  largely  to  the  facilit 
obtaining  light  employment,  with  very  little  actual  i'

GENERAL  DISEASES. 

-There  was  a  considerable  increase  from  the  number  of 
deaths  attributed  to  Lung  Diseases  during  the  year. 


Influenza,  without  doubt,  being  the  cause  of  this  oreat 
increase.  Bronchitis  caused  363  deaths,  compared  with  281 
in  the  previous  year  ;  Broncho-Pneumonia  130,  compared 
with  79;  and  Pneumonia  175,  compared  with  85.  The 
most  marked  increase  in  these  deaths  was  in  persons  of 
middle  adult  life  rather  than  in  old  people  or  young 
children.

For  the  purpose  of  Infant  Welfare  Work  the  town  i 
divided  into  six  Districts,  and  there  are  six  Health  Visitor 
each  one  being  responsible  for  one  of  these  Districts.  Ther 
is  in  each  District  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  with  a  Sub 
Centre  in  the  Hollinwood  district,  making  a  total  of  seve 
Centres.  The  Centres  meet  weekly,  the  Infant  Welfar 
Consultation  alternating  with  a  School  for  Mothers. 


I  he  duties  of  the  Health  Visitors  were  enumerated  ii 
last  yeai  s  Ixepoi  t.  It  is  a  matter  ot  much  regret,  and  om 
not  conducive  to  the  improvement  of  these  Centres,  that 
with  one  exception  there  has  been  a  complete  change  in  tD 
personnel  of  the  staffs.  One  Health  Visitor  died  from 
Pneumonia,  one  has  retired  after  many  years  good  service, 

and  three  have  gone  tg  places  where  higher  salaries  are 
paid. 


Befoie  a  Health  Visitor  can  be  of  great  service  she  must 
get  to  know  the  mothers  and  obtain  their  full  confidence, 
and  this  cannot  be  done  when  these  frequent  changes  occur. 


Towards  the  close  of  the  year  a  building  adjoining  tb 
Health  Offices  was  taken  over  for  use  as  a  Central  Welfar 
Centre  and  Child  Clinic,  and  also  as  a  Maternity  Centn 
Ihe  premises  will  be  open  daily,  with  a  Superintendeu 
Nurse  in  attendance,  and  one  of  the  Medical  Staff  will  b 
available  at  certain  hours  every  day. 


Dried  Milk  is  sold  at  cost  price,  ora  reduced  price,  or 

given  free  for  children  when  the  family  income  is  under  a 
certain  scale. 


Owing  to  lack  of  labour,  &c.,  the  premises  could  not  be 
opened  lor  use  until  May  of  the  .present  year. 


ihe  Infantile  Mortality  this  year  shows  an  increase  from 


110  to  118,  mainly  due  to  deaths  from  AV hooping  Cough 
and  Influenza.  Out  of  2,057  births  1,860  were  notified 
by  Doctors,  Midwives  or  Parents,  the  Midwives  notifying  no 
less  than  1 ,419. 


Ihe  Death  Rate  among  legitimate  and  illegitimate 
infants,  as  usual,  shows  a  marked  contrast,  the  death  rate 
among  the  former  being  113  and  among  the  latter  159  per 
1,000  births. 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  over  10,000  visits  to  infants, 
young  children,  and  expectant  mothers,  and  in  addition 
1,134  visits  to  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  young  children, 
and  1,690  visits  to  other  conditions  notified  from  the  schools.’ 
These  total  visits  numbered  nearly  14,000.

The  number  of  persons  actually  belonging  to  the 
Borough  is  probably  somewhat  below  150,000,  but  owing 
to  the  absence  of  a  large  number  of  persons,  chiefly  males, 
the  population  is  estimated  by  the  "Registrar  General  for 
the  calculation  of  the  birth  rate  as  149,285  persons,  and 
for  the  calculation  of  the  death  rate  as  133,235  persons. 

Considering  that  the  great  majority  of  those  absent  are 
young  adults  in  the  prime  of  life  and  among  whom  the 
death  rate  is  usually  very  low,  while  a  large  proportion  of 
those  remaining  are  young  children  and  elderly  persons  in 
whom  the  death  rate  is  usually  high,  it  appears  that  the  death 
rates  would  not  be  comparable  with  the  rates  in  normal 
times,  and  I  have  therefore  refrained  from  any  comparison 
with  previous  years.  Moreover,  any  correct  estimate  of 
the  populations  of  the  various  wards  is  not  possible,  and 
thus  a  comparison  of  the  rates  in  the  various  wards  would 
be  equally  inaccurate. 

During  the  past  year,  for  the  first  time  on  record,  there 
has  been  a  natural  decrease  of  the  population,  the  deaths 
numbering  2,821,  while  the  births  were  only  2,057,  giving 
•  a  decrease  of  764.  In  pre-war  times  the  natural  increase 

was  always  well  over  1,000  per  annum.
